Washington, 
Feb. 
10.— President 
Roosevelt has made answer to the re 
cent public statements that he has 
made use of federal patronage to fur­ 
t h e r the presidential Interests of Sec­ 
retary Taft. 
The answer Is in the 
form of a letter addressed to William 
Dudley Foulke of Richmond, Ind., and 
includes a letter from Mr. Foulke to 
th e president suggesting the need of 
such a statement. 
T he president begins by character­ 
ising the charges as “ false and mali­ 
cious.” 
He follows this with an analy­ 
sis of nil appointm ents sent by him 
to the senate for Its action to show 
that in no case has the proximity of a 
presidential contest influenced his ac­ 
tion. 
In Ms letter to Mr. Foulke, Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt says, in part: 
‘ The statem ent that I have used the 
offices in the effort to nominate any 
presidential candidate is both false 
and malicious. 
It Is the usual Im­ 
aginative invention which flows from 
a desire to say something Injurious. 
Remem ber that those now making this 
accusation were busily engaged two 
months ago In asserting that I was 
using the offices to secure my own re- 
noniination. 
It is the kind of accusa­ 
tion which for the next few months 
will he rife. 
This particular slander 
will he used until exploded, and when 
exploded those who have used It will 
promptly Invent another 
Such being 
the case. I almost wonder whether tt 
Is worth while answering, but as It is 
you who ask why; the answer you 
shall have. 


Sent All N am es to the Senate. 


“ Since 
the 
present 
congress 
as­ 
sembled two months ago, T have sent 
to the senate the names of all the of­ 
ficials I have appointed for the entire 
period since congress adjourned on the 
4th of March, last, that is for eleven 
months. 
Excluding army and navy of­ 
ficers, scientific experts, health offi­ 
cers and those of the revenue cutter 
service. 
I 
have 
made 
during 
this 
period about 1,352 appointments sub­ 
ject to confirmation by the senate; 
1,164 
being 
postmasters. 
Of 
these, 
appointments in the diplomatic and 
consular service and 
In the Indian 
service have been m a d e without re­ 
gard to politics; in the diplomatic and 
consular 
services, 
more 
Democrats 
than Republicans having been appoint­ 
ed as we are trying to even up the 
quotas of the Southern states. 
“In nominating judges I have tre a t­ 
ed politics as a wholly secondary con­ 
sideration and instead of relying sole 
Iv upon the recommendation of either 
senators or congressmen, have always 
conducted independent inquiries my­ 
self, personally, through members of 
1he bench or bar whom T happen to 
know’, or through Attorney General 
Bonaparte. Secretary Taft, who was 
himself a judge, Secretary Root, be­ 
cause of his great experience at the 
bar, or Senator Knox, who was for­ 
merly attorney general. 
“ In a number of other offices, chief­ 
ly assistant secretaries, or heads of 
bureaus here at Washington, but also 
governors of territories or men hold­ 
ing peculiar positions—such, for in­ 
stance, as that of commissioner of 
3d u cat ion in Porto Rico—and also in 
a few other cases, notably those of 
m arshals in certain of the Western 
states, but Including various offices 
also here and there throughout the 
Union, I have either felt that the po­ 
sition was of such a character that the 
Initiative In the choice could only, 
with propriety, come from me or from 
o n e of the cabinet officers, or else I 
h ave happened personally to know of 
a man of such peculiar qualifications 
t h a t I desired to appoint him on my 
own Initiative. 


» Could Not Exam ine All of Them. 


‘T h e r e remain the great bulk of of­ 
ficer, including almost all of the post- 
offices. the collectorshlps of customs, 
t h e appraisershlps, the land officers 
and the like, numbering some 1,250 or 
thereabouts. 
It is, of course, out of 
t h e question for me to examine or 
h a v e knowledge of such a multitude 
of appointments, and therefore as re- 
r ^ d a them I normally accept the sug­ 
gestions of senators and congressmen, 
always reserving to myself the right 
to insist upon the m an ’s coming up to 
t h e required standard of character and 
capacity and also reserving the right 
to nominate whomever I choose if for 


any reason f am saffsflsd that I am 
not receiving from senator or con­ 
gressman good advice, or if I happen 
personally to know some peculiarly fit 
man. 
Where the man has done well 
in office 1 prefer to reappoint him, and 
do so when I can get the consent of 
the senators from his locality; but if 
they refuse, the reappointment cannot 
he made 
Ordinarily, as a m atter of 
convenience, the appointment can best 
he settled by consultation beforehand, 
the advice of the senator or congress­ 
man, who is elected and has peculiar 
means of knowing the wishes of his 
constituents, being taken. 
But where 
a senator treats this not as a m atter 
of consultation or mutual agreement, 
nor as a m atter of convenience and ex- 
| pedlencv, hut as a m atter of right on 
his part to nominate whomever he 
chooses, the custom is necessarily dis­ 
continued. 
“ In 
the South 
Atlantic and Gulf 
states which have contained neither 
senator* nor congressmen of my own 
. party, I have been obliged to seek my 
advice from various sources. 
In these 
Kates I have appointed a large nu m ­ 
ber of Democrats, In certain states the 
Democrats 
appointed 
outnumbering 
the Republicans. 
For advice in ap­ 
pointing the Republicans I have relied 
wherever 
possible 
not 
upon 
office­ 
holders at all, but upon men of stand­ 
ing and position who would not take 
office and on whose integrity I could 
depend. 
In all of these states I have 
done my best, when I came to appoint­ 
ing Republicans, to put the best men 
in offlc»—those whom the people of 
the locality accepted as such and re­ 
garded as leading citizens, and I have 
every reason to believe that the aver­ 
age of my appointee« is very high. 
"You quote a newspaper as saying: 
“ 'We are now getting daily lessons 
in civil service reform from the White 
House, which ought to attract nation­ 
al attention. 
The appointment of Taft 
workers to postoffloes in Ohio, and of 
the totally unfit George W. Wanna- 
m aker as appraiser of this i>ort, is 
now followed by the president’s re­ 
fusal to reappoint a good Hughes man 
as collector of customs at Plattsburg.’ 


Good Exam ple of the Accusations. 


“This article is a good example of 
the accusations made by those of our 
opimnents whose partisanship renders 
them especially unscrupulous and un­ 
truthful.

W alter Witherbee, and the accusation 
in this case is particularly comic, be­ 
cause Mr. W itherbee was an open and 
avowed Taft man, the classmate of 
Secretary T a f t’s brother at Yale, and 
both Secretary Taft and his brother 
requested his reappointm ent—the only 
New York officeholder for whom they 
made such a request. 
The congress­ 
man from his district and the sena­ 
tors have not agreed about his succes­ 
sor and he Is still In office. 
These 
facts were either knowm to the editors 
of the paper in question, or could have 
been found out by the slightest In­ 
quiry.

Charge Relates to O nly Three. 


T call your attention to the fact that 
the senate withdrew its opposition to 
one of these four men and confirmed 
him, so that the charge relates to only 
three out of the whole number. 1,164 
postoffices; that of these three, two 
were nominated In the usual fashion 
on the recommendation of the outgo­ 
ing congressman; and that the third I

FOR THE LAST TIME. 


People of Lisbon Gaze on the Facea 
of Their K in g and Crow n Prince. 
Lisbon, 
Feb. 
10.—Thousands 
of 
Portuguese, 
poor and 
rich, 
humble 
find pretentious, filed slowly through 
the noblo cathedral of San Clcente 
and gazed for the last time on the 
Ia< es of their king and crown prince. 
When night fell and the doors of the 
church were closed, there was still a 
large crowd patiently awaiting admis­ 
sion. 
T hey turned away disappointed 
when informed that the public lying 
in state had been interrupted. 
All the people wore some emblem 
of mourning and in passing the coffins 
placed beneath them floral offerings, 
some budding wild flowers from the 
fields; others simple clusters of vio­ 
lets, and others elaborate creations 
and rare exotic blooms. 
The bodies 
w< re guarded constantly by officers of 
th e army and navy, royal archers and 
the palace guards. 
Masses were said at various altars 
for the dead and prayers were offered 
In many homes. 
In official eircles it ts believed that 
the ceremonies in connection with the 
coronation of King Manuel may not 
occur for two or three months, and 
perhaps may never occur, as the young 
king wishes to inaugurate his reign 
with as little ostentation as possible, 
not unlike Gustav of Sweden. 
Indications point to relative tran­ 
quillity for a few weeks, when Repub­ 
lican activity and determination to 
proclaim 
a republic, 
which 
appear 
strongly in evidence, may force im­ 
portant developments. 


FRANCO IN BORDEAUX. 


Form er Prem-er of Portugal in Seclu­ 
sion in That City. 
Bordeaux, France, Feb. 10.—Senhor 
Franco, the former premier of Portu­ 
gal. is still in Bordeaux and still in 
seclusion, 
llis privacy lias remained 
unbroken; since his arrival Friday he 
has not emerged from the hotel where 
he Is stopping, not even, it is stated, 
from liis room. 
The former dictator 
has become a problem which the peo­ 
ple are discussing with curious won­ 
dering, even sympathetic interest, but 
no one lias been enlightened as to the 
hour ot his departure from this city or 
his destination, for it is certain that 
he is not to remain here long. 
A Portuguese detective who accom­ 
panied Senhor Franco from Lisbon 
has left for that city. 
His departure 
was followed by a report that he was 
bearing a momentous message to King 
Manuel and that Senhor Franco would 
remain in Bordeaux until he had re­ 
ceived an answer.

It was further stated at the foreign 
office that the relations between the 
two powers were not such as would 
lead to the recall of the Russian a m ­ 
bassador. 
It was considered natural 
that after an unsuccessful adventure 
In the Far East Russia should take an 
inr-eased interest In the Near East 
and It was further asserted that Aus­ 
tria is not looking for any political 
victory in the Balkans and is only 
anxious to strengthen her economical 
position. 


HORSE FEEDING CLOCK. 


Coal Dealer Fond of Late Sleep Utilizes 
Alarm Device. 
I'eed wires of a new design have 
lieen created and put in use by George 
Miller, a coal dealer in Alton. III., says 
a dispatch to the New York Press. Mil­ 
ler’s love of a late “snooze” is the 
parent of this Invention, by which an 
nlarm clock feeds Miller’s twenty-six 
horses in the barn near the house with­ 
out disturbing their owner’s slumbers. 
Connected with the winder of the 
alarm Is a wire running over a pulley 
and to a trigger which controls traps 
on the bottoms of the feed boxes. The 
clock is then set for 5 o’clock or any 
other hour th a t Miller’s requirements 
of sleep dictate. 
When the bell begins to ring the 
winder turns and pulls back a trigger 
that springs the traps on the feed 
boxes. 
Instantly the corn placed In 
the boxes the previous night showers 
into the mangers. 
The horses are happy, and so is Mil­ 
ler. 
The contrivance destroys the po­ 
etry associated with feeding cattle in 
the crisp, frosty mornings of winter, 
but Miller is a coal dealer, not a poet 
Mr.

POLITICS IN CUBA. 


Not Greatly Stimulated by Rosevelt’s 
Announcement. 
Havana, Feb, 10.—The stimulation 
of political activity in Cuba, which it 
was expected would follow the an 
nouncement by President Roosevelt of 
the re-establishment of Cuban rule on 
Feb. 1, 1009, has failed to materialize. 
Aside from the occasional controversy 
between the rival aspirants to the 
leadership of the Liberal party the 
island is politically quiet. 
This is at­ 
tributed in part to the uncertainty of 
the conservative element uniting un­ 
der a leader of sufficient popularity to 
command a following that will offer 
at least a reasonable hope of succes i 
at the polls, even should the opposing 
Miguelista and Zayista factions of ttie 
Liberals unite In opposition, which is 
not considered probable. 
Such a candidate must possess pres­ 
tige and public confidence to warrant 
his followers in expecting a stable a d ­ 
ministration in the event of his elec­ 
tion to the presidency. 
Among the most prominent of those 
who have been suggested as possible 
candidates i_s General Mario. Menocal, 


a distinguished veteran of the war of 
independence, and a man of unques­ 
tioned integrity and prat riot ism. 
Governor Dotnlrego Leeuona of Ma- 
tnnzas, to whom Governor 
Magoon 
paid a visit Just before his departure 
for Washington, is regarded as a pos­ 
sibility in the list of eligible leaders 
of the new party. 
Another tiossihie candidate is Gen­ 
eral Rlua Rivera, who rendered dis­ 
tinguished services during the war of 
Independence.

WEATHER VERY STORMY. 


But Fleet Is 
M ak in g Good Progress 
Through the Straits. 
Run fa Arenas, Strait of Magellan. 
Feb. 10.—The Pacific Navigation com­ 
pany steamship Orfta, which has a r ­ 
rived here, reports having passed ’he 
American fleet tn the strait twelve 
miles east of Cape Pillar. The Chilean 
cruiser Chacabucto was leading. 
The 
weather was very stormy. 
The captain of the Orifa said that 
he sighted 
nineteen vessels in

fleet, these* being fhe sixteen Ameri­ 
can battleships, the Chilean cruiser 
and two others, probably colliers 
He 
did not sight the American torpedo 
boat flotilla, which accompanied the 
battleships from this port, but which 
turned north at Smyth channel, thirty 
miles from the western end of Magel­ 
lan strait, to proceed 
through this 
passage to Telcahuano. 
Owing to ’he heavy weather the 
warships were spread out over a con­ 
siderable stretch, but all seemed to be 
making splendid progress in the fate 
of the strong winds.

People of Lisbon Gaze on the Faces 
of Their King and Crown Prince. 
Lisbon,

IO.—Thousands 
of 
Portuguese, poor and rich, humble 
and pretentious, filed slowly through 
the noble cathedral of San Cicente 
and gazed for the last time on the 
faces of their king and crown prince. 
When night fell and the doors of the 
church were closed, there was still a 
large crowd patiently awaiting admis­ 
sion. 
They turned away disappointed 
when informed that the public lying 
in state had been interrupted. 
All the people wore some emblem 
of mourning and in passing the coffins 
placed beneath them floral offerings, 
some budding wild flowers from the 
fields; others simple clusters of vio­ 
lets, and others elaborate creations 
and rare exotic blooms.

were guarded constantly by officers of 
the army and navy, royal archers and 
the palace guards.

Former Premier of Portugal in Seclu­ 
sion in That City. 
Bordeaux, France, Feb. IO.—Senhor 
Franco, the former premier of Portu­ 
gal, is still in Bordeaux and still in 
seclusion. 
His privacy has remained 
unbroken; since his arrival Friday he 
has not emerged from the hotel where 
lie is stopping, not even, it is stated, 
from Ilia room. 
The former dictator 
has become a problem which the peo­ 
ple are discussing with curious won­ 
dering, even sympathetic interest, but 
no one has been enlightened as to the 
hour of his departure from this city or 
his destination, for it is certain that 
he is not to remain here long. 
A Portuguese detective who accom­ 
panied Senhor Franco from Lisbon 
has left for that city. 
His departure 
was followed by a report that he was 
bearing a momentous message to King 
Manuel and that Senhor Franco would 
remain in Bordeaux until he had re­ 
ceived an answer. 
The former pre­ 
mier registered here under the name 
of Jean Ferreira. 
The police con­ 
tinue to guard the hotel strictly and 
will give Senhor Franco ample protec­ 
tion when he leaves. 


Coal Dealer Fond of Late Sleep Utilizes 
Alarm Device. 
Feed wires of a new design have 
been created and put in use by George 
Miller, a coal dealer in Alton, 111., says 
a dispatch to the New York Press. Mil­ 
ler’s love of a late “snooze” is the 
parent of this invention, by which an 
alarm clock feeds Miller’s twenty-six 
horses In the barn near the house with­ 
out disturbing their owner’s slumbers. 
Connected with the winder of the 
alarm Is a wire running over a pulley 
and to a trigger which controls traps 
on the bottoms of the feed boxes. The 
clock Is then set for 5 o’clock or any 
other hour that Miller’s requirements 
of sleep dictate. 
When the bell begins to ring the 
winder turns and pulls back a trigger 
that springs the traps on the feed 
boxes. 
Instantly the corn placed In 
the boxes the previous night showers 
into the mangers. 
The horses are happy, and so is Mil­ 
ler. 
The contrivance destroys the po­ 
etry associated with feeding cattle in 
the crisp, frosty mornings of winter, 
but Miller is a coal dealer, not a poet. 
Mr. Miller believes that his device 
could be adapted to watering stock.

lf Federal Project Ie Successful Other 
Sections of Dry Great Plaint May 
Be Sim ilarly Treated— Local Indus- 
triaa Already Encouraged. 


The experim ental application o» an 
Irrigation project of the government 
reclam ation service—one which, should 
It prove Its worth In the one Instance, 
will be of Importance to the rich, but 
as yet unfertile valleys of the great 
plains—will be possible near Garden 
City, Kan., next spring, according to 
the estim ates of the engineers 
In 
charge of the work, says a Garden 
City correspondent of the K ansas City 
Star. 
To reclaim the abundant acreage of 
this section of Kansas, unproductive 
through the lack of water at the very 
season when moisture Is most essential 
to the raising of the crops, the govern­ 
ment Is now arranging for the Installa­ 
tion of a complex system of pum ps and 
wells destined to supply from subter­ 
ranean springs and stream s In excess 
of 10,000,000,000 gallons of w ater for 
the irrigation of the adjacent country 
each season. 
Since the early days of K ansas this 
w estern section had been considered 
next to worthless and barren because 
of this very lack of water, which It is 
now planned to overcome by tapping 
the supply which is found In the grav­ 
el deposits under the great plains ai 
no great depth. 
The original settlers 
of the lands in Kansas found th at they 
had taken up claims not w orth their 
pains. 
They returned east or south 
whence they had come. 
T heir m ort­ 
gages lapsed, and small and large cap­ 
italists as far away as New England 
found themselves Interested In arid 
K ansas prairie which held forth not 
even the most vague promise of fu ­ 
ture fecundity. 
The land had lain In 
disuse and disrepute through decades 
until the development of the sugar 
beet industry with the ald of Irriga­ 
tion, some years ago, again drew at­ 
tention to the practically deserted sec­ 
tion. 
Now the government purposes, by 
tapping these hidden stream s of much 
needed moisture, pumping It to the sur­ 
face and spreading out over great 
areas, to transform what was discard­ 
ed a! the first settlers into a new land 
of desire for the farm er of the west. 
N aturally a good deal of public inter­ 
est In m any sections of the country 
attaches itself to the success or failure 
of the projected work, more so in view 
of the eastern held mortgages and the 
probability of the application of sim ilar 
methods in other localities in the event 
of the successful operation of the G ar­ 
den City scheme. 
The reclamation service plans to 
utilize some of the w ater in the Ar­ 
kansas valley, and its plans are unique 
and unusual. 
To bring the w ater to 
the surface a series of wells has been 
bored, the aggregate length of which is 
more than 
four miles, and pumps 
which were purchased from Buffalo 
are to be Installed. 
The project will 
have 230 wells, 
varying 
in 
depth 
from 40 to 300 feet and sunk in groups 
of ten wells, with one pump installed 
for each group. These wells vary from 
tw elve to fifteen Inches in diameter, 
and it is estim ated th at each group 
will yield 6,580 gallons per m inute un­ 
der a fifteen foot head. 
Each pump­ 
ing station is connected by suction 
pipes to a No. 9 vertical centrifugal 
pump driven by a twrenty-flve horse­ 
power vertical motor. 
The twenty- 
three stations will be operated from a 
central power plant, run by electricity, 
generated by steam power. 
D uring the irrigation Reason this 
pum ping system will lift 30,000 acre 
feet, or 10,775,000,000 gallons. 
The big ditch which is to carry the 
vast supply of water to the district to 
be irrigated is, along with other de­ 
tails of the arrangement, under pres­ 
ent process of construction. 
From 
this m ain channel the hundreds of 
branch lines which will in turn feed 
the individual ditches are to go forth. 
The government's work has already 
proved a stim ulus to the settlem ent of 
the district and to private enterprise 
already in Garden City. 
There has 
been a jum p in land values since the 
inauguration of the work, and pros­ 
pects are th at the eastern money in­ 
vested in the original m ortgages will 
yet bring a fair return.

PERSONALITY OF FRANCO. 


Dictator of Portugal, Who Fought For 
Financial Reform. 
Jono Franco, who 1ms retired from 
the premiership of Portugal, where he 
was practically dictator, was not Im­ 
posing In manner or appearance, says 
the New York Post. Of middle height, 
spare and swarthy, sharp faced and 
with a black, wiry mustache, he has 
the appearance of an alert provincial 
attorney. 
Graceful and quick iu his 
movements, he is nicknamed “the cat­ 
like.” 
lie Is rich—so rich that In pop­ 
ular estimation he has been placed be­ 
yond 
the necessity of profiting by 
graft, 
lie was born In a village near 
the Sierra d’Estrella and had a good 
education. 
In parliament he was a 
supporter of Iliutze-Iiibelro, the late 
Conservative leader, who made Fran­ 
co the judge of the court of customs. 
Afterward he held in succession the 
portfolios of finance, public works aud 
interior. 
Ex-Premier Franco was put Into pow­ 
er by the liberal elements in the Portu­ 
guese parliament. 
His chief idea was 
to put uu end to a system of corrup­ 
tion that had grown up under the mon­ 
archy. 
Ile declared that the country 
for years had been the football of the 
monarchist parties, whose sole object 
was the distribution of graft to their 
“clients.” 
Advances were made se­ 
cretly from the public treasury to the 
royal family, and in an arbitrary man­ 
ner these advances were liquidated by 
decree. 
Franco pledged himself to make It 
Impossible in the future for the king 
to obtain anything beyond the royal 
allowance and to introduce a system 
of public accountability that would re 
veal the destination of every dollar 
that left the treasury. 
Ile kept his 
promlse, but lie had to pay the back 
debts of the king, which amounted to 
a large sum and which he liquidated 
by decree, 
in his measures he won 
the support of the king, because the 
j Republicans 
seemed 
to 
be 
making 
| groat headway. 
The Monarchists and 
! Republicans in parliament, however. 
opposed his reforms, and their differ- 
: eucos were brought to a head on M ay 
: ll last by the dissolution of the cham 
hers. 
Franco asked for the dissolution 
In order to bring about the promulga 
i tion of a number of measures b\ 
means of decrees. The cabinet was of 
the opinion that thus having establish 
od Its determination radically to reor 
ganlze the affairs of the country ll

That H as Caused Loss of 4,000 
Cattls In Colorado. 
Dr. George L. Glover, head of the 
veterinary department of the state 
agricultural college, and Dr. Lamb, 
state veterinary surgeon, were here 
to-day to Investigate the cause of the 
death of 150 head of cattle on the 
range on Horsefly. 
They found after a personal exam­ 
ination of the places where the cattle 
died 
that 
death 
was 
undoubtedly 
caused from a bulb plant carrying a 
yellow blossom, which is called car- 
nan. It was found to bo growing lux­ 
uriantly .surrounding the dead cattle, 
and Dr. Lamb expressed the opinion 
that there waB sufficient poison in one 
blossom to kill several people. He 
said an animal after eating one of 
these blossoms would die in less than 
an hour. The surgeons took the vis­ 
cera of an animal with them, and will 
have it analyzed, in order to report 
to the ranchmen here 
an 
antidote 
which can be administered which will 
save the cattle when closely guarded. 
The doctors left at noon for Cimar­ 
ron for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether th ecattle which died there 
were killed from the 
same 
poison 
weed. The loss of cattle during the 
last week has been fully 4,000 head.

T o H ava Peace M u tu ally Agree Not 
to “Butt In,’* W illiam Jaffery Tell« 
Harlem 
Liberal 
Alliance— How 
the 
“Independent Five” Like the Life. 


William Jeffery of Berkeley Heights, 
N. J., addressed the H arlem Lilieral 
alliance the other night ut 100 West 
One 
H undred and 
Sixteenth 
street. 
New York, on “ llow to Live In Peace 
W ith Children,” says th e New York 
Times. 
The m eeting room was filled 
to the outerm ost door. 
T he essence of 
Mr. Jeffery’s teaching is: 
"D on't ’butt in’ on the children if 
they will agree not to 'b u tt in’ on you.” 
Jeffery is the man who built a small 
bubgalow out in bis bark yard last year 
for four of bis sons and a nephew. T he 
“Independent five” have been running 
their own affairs. 
Mr. Jeffery made a 
sort of report of progress. 
lie said 
th a t it w as a 
bowling success, al­ 
though, thank heaven, he and bis wife 
didn t hear the howls. 
And he was go­ 
ing to add his other sons to the inde­ 
pendent back yard group as fast as they 
got old enough to endure the wear and 
tear of the life in that climate. 
“ I used to live in M anhattan.” went 
on the speaker. 
“ But 1 had to move. 
The landlords got after me too hard. 
I w ent to Plainfield, N. J., and that 
week the rents were raised there. <>ue 
of my boys w as ill. 
I decided to live 
out In ttie open, and th at's how 1 got 
to Berkeley Heights. 
“ We liked the land, and I decided to 
replace the tent with a house. 
So I 
built one as I w a n t It, its frum ework 
being of hew ed oaken beams. W e com ­ 
pleted it lust summer. 
“Then one day my wife raised an 
unusually loud protest al>out the boys 
coming Into the house, tracking up the 
carpet and breaking the furniture. You 
see, 1 have six boys and one girl, with 
a nephew from Brooklyn. H e is nine 
teen years old. 
My boys run down 
from fifteen. 
Fou r of them are above 
eight years. 
“These last nam ed young persons 
were the chief offenders, so 1 decided 
that there would have to be another 
bungalow. 
The question arose as to 
who was to occupy it. T he boys said 
that they would take it, agreeing not 
to butt in on my wife and me if we 
wouJd agree not to butt in on them. 
And we did that. 
“ And so we put up a 19 by 24 foot 
bungalow in the back yard. 
The four 
older boys and the nephew took charge 
of it. Uf course they eat with us. but 
they take care of their own house. If 
they don’t, it gets no care. It’s up to J 
them. They may turn the stove upside I 
dow n; they may stick their heads out 
of the window. It's their own fuueral, 
and they know It. 
“At first I thought th a t I would in­ 
spect their bungalow once a day to see 
thut they kept it clean. I gave that up. 
T here is no more reason w hy i Hhould 
inspect them than that they should in­ 
spect me and my wife. 
“This a rrang em en t has been kept up. 
I like it. My wife likes it. The boys 
like it. W e call it the Pleiades bunga- j 
low out there in the back yard.” 
Mr. Jeffery then read some testimo- ! 
nials of the five independents. 
The 
Brooklyn nephew, who had asthm a, 
testified that he had been cured of it. 
Willie, aged fifteen, bore w itness in 
w riting that he had farm ed two acres 
of land and raised pigeons last year, 
lie had furnished vegetables to the 
family and had a bank account of 
$ 100. 
Charlie, aged thirteen, testified that 
he had no trouble w aking up in the 
morning, because if he was inclined to 
sleep somebody was sure to throw a 
piece of coal or a w ater bucket at him.

workhouse 
w ith other Inm ates of the penal insti­ 
tution In order to get an idea of how 
the prisoners he sentenced to the w ork­ 
house lived, says a Toledo special dis­ 
patch to the New York World. 
A fter he completed his police court 
docket the other m orning Judge Austin 
tried himself on n charge of disturb­ 
ance. He pleaded guilty and w as taken 
to the bull pen w here prisoners are held 
aw aitin g the issuing of com m itm ent 
papers. 
Court Clerk Price made out 
the papers which allowed Judge Austin 
to i>e taken to the workhouse, to which 
Institution he had sentenced himself. 
At 11 a. m. the entries were made, the 
com m itm ent papers issued, and Judge 
A ustin w as handcuffed together with 
three other prisoners an d conducted to 
the patrol wagon. 
T he wagon reached the island short­ 
ly l>efore noon, an d Jud ge Austin went 
through the entrance ceremony with oth ­ 
er prisoners, his nam e being entered on 
the books and he being assigned to a cell, 
lie ate dinner w ith the prisoners and 
w as then locked up in a cell for an 
hour, while the guards and prison offi­ 
cials ate their meals. 
A fter they were through Judge Aus­ 
tin 
w as m ade to shed his citizen’s 
clothes and put on the regulation w ork­ 
house uniform. 
lie did this and w as 
then assigned to the Ice saw ing gang on 
the creek. 
Four hours Judge Austin 
w orked at the saws, and when told 
his time w as served he said: “Those 
w ere the longest four hours I ever put 
In. 
I am a t a loss to know ju st w hat 
effect tills day will have upon my fu­ 
ture consideration of prisoners, but I 
wish to say one thing—th a t I will not 
soon forget this day. 
I am still in 
doubt as to w h at to say relative to 
the m erits of Im prisonm ent In a w ork­ 
house. 
I think I shall let this soak in 
aw hile before I express an opinion. 
But I w an t to say th a t it’s uo joke to 
do time here.” 


Protecting the Eider Duck. 
At present there is but one breeding 
place of the eider duck in the United 
States. 
T h at is Old Man’s island, sit­ 
uated in tho town of Cutler, Me., says 
the Kennebec Journal. 
It is oue and 
one-half miles east of tho Cross island 
life saving station and was leased by 
the state with the understanding that 
it was to lie used for the protection, 
propagation and preservation of all 
wild birds. 
C aptain Frederick Small, 
w ho is connect<h1 with the life saving 
station, 
has 
also been appointed a 
w arden to look after these birds. 
T he 
state, through the efforts of the A udu­ 
bon society, which is advocating tbelr 
cause, is trying to preserve three spe- 
eles of wild fowl, the eider duck, the 
puffin and the laughing gull, from ex­ 
term ination in Maine. 
Tlieir eggs are 
large and very palatable and, highly 
prized by fishermen for food. 
Those 
interested are asking the cooperation j 
yf gunners and fishermen to preserve '< 
the birds.

Rsv. W. H. Boocock of Bayonne, After 
Soul Stirring Experience, Saye P re s­ 
ent Church Is Dying, Choked by Old 
Form s— Christianity to Be Reborn. 


H aving passed through a nine day 
aoul experience that stirred him to the 
very depths, the Rev. William U. Boo­ 
cock, pastor of the First 
Reformed 
church at Bayonne, N. J., has asked 
his congregation to stand by him. He 
says he w ants to preach the whole 
truth. 
He believes that the present day 
church is dying, choked to death by 
old forms and church systems, says 
tbe New York Times. H e believes that 
Christianity, real Christianity, is being 
born again. T he church of tomorrow, 
tbe real church, will be founded not 
upon a book, but upon a personality. 
Dr. Boocock, a grad u ate of Rutgers 
college, pastor of bis present charge 
for eight years and a m inister for 
tw enty years, snys th a t he will not let 
himself think of the consequences in 
j a material way of his words and ac­ 
tions. 
Ilegsirdless of all forms, sys­ 
tem s ami previous beliefs, be purposes 
to tell from now on w hat he lielleves 
to i>e the truth. 
If he loses bis pas­ 
torate— well, then, lie’ll Just have to. 
| 
Members 
of 
Mr. 
Boocock’s 
flock 
h ad n ’t sufficiently recovered the other 
j (lay from tb e shock of the rem arkable 
sermon he delivered on a recent Sun­ 
day morning to m ake any public com­ 
m ent upon it. 
Some of them, it was 
said, were prepared to stand solidly 
With their pastor, while others were 
Inclined to take sides against him for 
his so called radicalism. 
I 
“ At different times I have felt as If 
I had better resign from the minis­ 
try .” he said. 
“ But a fte r my experi­ 
ence I knew that I m ust go on in a 
m inistry of truth telling, of endeavor­ 
ing to get into men the spirit of Christ. 
If I can’t do th a t in my own church, 
then may Ik? I shall have to do it in nu 
Independent church. But I m ust tell It. 
If I had know n tw enty years ago w hat 
I now know about the ministry, 1 
should never have entered it, but I did 
pu t my head in tlie noose, and now 1 
will fight for freedom. 
I shall win It.” 
in bis serm on Mr. Boocock referred 
to the Virgin birth. 
lie said th at schol­ 
ars are now thrashing out th at ques­ 
tion. but th a t it w ouldn't m ake a great 
deal of difference if it w as finally ac­ 
cepted that tlier«» could have tieen no 
such thing, for the real C hristianity Is 
founded upon th e personality of Christ 
—w hat he suid and did. 
Frequently of late Mr. Boocock has 
said 
th at the 
living church 
is 
not 
founded upon a book. 
He has left the 
impression th at the Bible is by no 
m eans tbe solid truth from “cover to 
cover.” 
“ Daniel In the lions’ den. tbe opening 
up of the Red sea liefose the fleeing 
Israelites 
and 
all 
these 
impossible 
things are m ere flubdub.” saltl Mr. Boo­ 
cock, “and expressed in very exagger­ 
ated and figurative language at that. 
“Tlie prophets of the old time sought 
the best m eans of conveying to the 
m inds of the sort of people then living 
the religious spirit. 
B ut the things 
th a t were vehicles of those days can­ 
not be vehicles of today, for we are 
a different people. 
The prophets could 
m ake the olden people believe those 
things. 
W e can’t m ake the young 
men of today believe them, and it Is 
stultifying to keep on trying to do it. 
“ And so during tbe days of tbe ref* j 
orruation m any of the dogm as of Frot- 
estantism w ere made by men for the 
needs of the men then living. 
T he 
present church system is a heritage 
from a past age. 
In its beginning It 
w as necessitated by the o utw ard and 
lnuer conditions of the tim e; in its mu- | 
turity it rendered a noble service, but 
in its old age it Is becoming an intol­ 
erable burden. 
It is full of dead spots, 
and unless the signs are m isread it is 
clearly dying. But th a t does not mean 
th a t C hristianity is dying. 
On tbe con­ 
trary, it is being born again witb a 1 
new and m ore vigorous life. 
“The spirit of man, grow ing more : 
kindly, more truth loving, more pur- ! 
poseful, is struggling for a freer and 
m ore effective expression, and It is | 
hindered by the existing church sys- | 
tem and by the sturdy, though some­ 
tim es unenlightened, defeuders of it, 
w ho seem to regard it as of the abid­ 
ing essence of Christianity Itself. 
T en­ 
nyson’s words are not w ithout point in 
this connection: 
“Our little system s have their day— 
They have their day and cease to be. 
They are but broken lights to thee. 
And thou, O Lord, are more than they. 
“ If any church representing Chris­ 
tianity is to live, it m ust touch the life 
of the people at all points. 
L et’s axvay 
w ith the thought th a t the pastor is to 
talk about nothing save tbe divinity of 
Christ, the Infallibility of the Bible, 
an d so on. 
"If there is in any tow n any public 
m a tter of im portance to tbe whole peo­ 
ple living there, let tbe pastors of the 
churches, the deacons, elders and tbe 
congregation get out and work for it. 
L et the pastor talk about it in his pul­ 
pit. 
A universal fraternal spirit will 
be the living spirit of tbe church of to­ 
morrow. 
“ From tim e out of mind churches 
have m aintained prayer meetings and 
young people’s meetings of all sorts. 
I have told my congregation th a t if 
they are to continue having prayer 
meetings they m ust attend them, 
it 
is foolishly 
w asteful to have these 
things which the congregation show 
by their actions they don’t care for.”

Stayer Claims He Acted in Self-De­

Pill nth, Fob. IO—Henry Bolot, aged 
forty-seven years, shot and almost In­ 
stantly killed Marquis Chirbouno, aged 
elxty-five. 
Helot bas for many years 
been foreman of the Klliott Parking 
company bere and Chirbouno was a 
millworker at whose home Helot and 
his ten-year-old daughter have board­ 
ed for a number of years. 
It is said that Chirbouno was Jeal­ 
ous of Holot, imagining that he was 
paying too much attention to Mrs. 
Chirbouno. 
If it had not been for 
Mrs Chirbouno, Holot would have been 
killed instead of her husband. 
Holot had retired tor the night and 
was asleep. 
Chirbouno sat up in the 
kitchen tim ii late. 
Ile was smoking 
his pipe and was silent and depressed. 
Mrs. Chirbouno and the ten-year-old 
daughter of Mr. Holot had retired to 
a room together for the night. 
Mrs. Chirbouno was awakened late 
to hear hcir husband moving about In 
the hall muttering that he would kill 
somebody. 
She got up quietly and 
peered through the door of her room 
and from there she could see her hus­ 
band stealthily entering Bolot’s room. 
Chirbouno ha I a hatchet in his hand. 
Quietly as possible the woman ran 
up behind her husband and caught 
hold of the arm that held the hatchet. 
Chirbouno uttered an exclamation of 
anger and tried to throw her off. The 
room was dimly lighted by a light 
turned low. 
Holot, awakened, and taking in the 
situation, reached for a revolver that 
lay on the dresser. 
Observing that 
Bedot was awake and prepared to de­ 
fend himself, the woman let go of her 
husband 
and 
ran, fearing 
that he 
would strike her with the hatchet in 
his rage at being interrupted in his 
designs on Holot. 
Chirbouno then approached Holot 
threateningly, not fearing the revolver 
apparently, and Holot shot him, In­ 
flicting a wound from which he died 
quickly. 
Bedot himself summoned the police 
and gave himself Into custody. He will 
enter a plea of shooting in self-de­ 
tense. 


DESTROY MUCH TOBACCO.

Cardin’s tobacco factory, 
containing 35,000 pounds of tobacco, 
and set lire to and destroyed Mr. Car­ 
din’s barn, containing 10,000 pounds of 
tobacco. 
After firing valleys of shotR into the 
air, the night riders returned through 
Fredonia and released their prison­ 
ers. 
Righty per cent of Crittendon coun­ 
ty farmers have tobacco pooled in the 
Society of Equity. 
Mr. Cardin is not 
a member. 
The planters’ association has no or 
ganization in tills county.

William Jeffery of Berkeley Heights, 
N. J., addressed the Harlem Liberal 
alliance the other night at IOO West 
One Hundred and Sixteenth street. 
New York, on “How to Live in Peace 
With Children,” says the New York 
Times. 
The meeting room was filled 
to the outermost door. The essence of 
Mr. Jeffery’s teaching is: 
“Don’t ‘butt In’ on the children lf 
they will agree not to ‘butt In’ on you.” 
Jeffery is the man who built a small 
bungalow out in his back yard last year 
for four of his sons aud a nephew. The 
“independent five” have been running 
their own affairs. 
Mr. Jeffery made a 
sort of report of progress. 
He said 
that it was a howling success, al­ 
though, thank heaven, he aud his wife 
didn t hear the howls. And be was go­ 
ing to add bls other sons to the inde­ 
pendent back yard group as fast as they 
got old enough to endure the wear aud 
tear of the life in that climate. 
“I used to live in Manhattan,” went 
on the speaker. 
“But I had to move. 
The landlords got after me too hard. 
I went to Plainfield, N. J., aud that 
week the reuts were raised there. One 
of my boys was ill. 
I decided to live 
out in the open, and that's how I got 
to Berkeley Heights. 
“We liked the land, and I decided to 
replace the tent with a house. So I 
built one as I want it, its framework 
being of hewed oaken beams. We com­ 
pleted it last summer. 
“Then one day my wife raised an 
unusually loud protest about the boys 
coming Into the house, tracking up the 
carpet and breaking the furniture. You 
see, I have six boys and one girl, with 
a nephew from Brooklyn. He is nine­ 
teen years old. 
My boys run down 
from fifteen. 
Four of them are above 
eight years. 
“These last named young persons 
were the chief offenders, so I decided 
that there would have to be another 
bungalow. 
The question arose as to 
w’ho was to occupy it. The boys said 
that they would take it, agreeing not 
to butt in on my wife and me if we 
w’ouJtl agree not to butt in on them. 
And we did that. 
“And,so we put up a IO by 24 foot 
bungalow in the back yard. 
The four 
older boys and the nephew took charge 
of it. Of course they eat with us. but 
they take care of their own house. If 
they don’t, it gets no care. It’s up to 
them. They may turn the stove upside 
down; they may stick their heads out 
of the window. I fs their own funeral, 
and they know it. 
“At first I thought that I would in­ 
spect their bungalow once a day to see 
that they kept it clean. I gave that up. 
There is no more reason w hy I should 
inspect them than that they should in­ 
spect me and my wdfe. 
“This arrangement has been kept up. 
I like it. My wdfe likes it. The boys 
like it. We call it the Pleiades bunga­ 
low out there in the back yard.” 
Mr. Jeffery then read some testimo­ 
nials of the five independents. 
The 
Brooklyn nephew, who had asthma, 
testified that he had been cured of it. 
Willie, aged fifteen, bore witness in 
w’riting that he had farmed two acres 
of land and raised pigeons last year. 
Ile had furnished vegetables to the 
family and had a bank account of 
$100. 
Charlie, aged thirteen, testified that 
he had no trouble waking up in the 
morning, because if he was inclined to 
sleep somebody was sure to throw a 
piece of coal or a water bucket at him. 
As for worldly goods, he had begun his 
new life with a hen and a rooster. 
Now he has thirty-four chickens, feed 
in stock for them and money—a little— 
in his pocket. 
Fred, aged eleven, who Is described 
by his father as “one averse to w’ork,’ 
bore witness that he liked the life in 
the Pleiades bungalow’, its freedom be­ 
ing very congenial to him. 
Ile told no 
stories of wealth accumulated. 
His 
parents will give him a course in for­ 
estry. 
Itichard, aged nine, testified as to his 
enjoyment of the Suuday night con­ 
ferences w ith his parents. He declared 
that at such times the back yard co'oily 
asked their father questions. 
Some­ 
times he couldn’t answer. 
Then he 
w’ent off and asked somebody else and 
answered next time. 


Protecting the Eider Duck. 
At present there is but one breeding 
place of the eider duck In the United 
States. 
That is Old Man’s Island, sit­ 
uated in the town of Cutler, Me., says 
the Kennebec Journal. 
It is one and 
one-half miles east of the Cross island 
life saving station and was leased by 
the state with the understanding that 
it w’as to be used for the protection, 
propagation and preservation of all 
wild birds. 
Captain Frederick Small, 
who is connected with the life saving 
station, has also been appointed a 
warden to look after these birds. 
The 
state, through the efforts of the Audu­ 
bon society, which is advocating their 
cause, is trying to preserve three spe­ 
cies of wild fowl, the eider duck, the 
puffin and the laughing gull, from ex­ 
termination in Maine. 
Their eggs are 
large and very palatable and, highly 
prized by fishermen for food. 
Those 
Interested are asking the cooperation 
of gunners and fishermen to preserve 
the birds. 


BALL PLAYER’S HEADGEAR. 


Jap Barbeau’* Odd Device to Protect 
Batsmen From Wild Pitohoro. 
When Eddie Summers, the Indianap­ 
olis speedster, came within a hair’s 
breadth of putting Jap Barbeau out of 
baseball forever late last fall, he un­ 
consciously stimulated au Inventive 
vein In the makeup of the dashing lit­ 
tle Toledo shortstop, says a Milwaukee 
(WUU special dispatch to the Cleveland 
Leader. 
While the Jap does not be­ 
lieve that the terrific bump he received 
in the head will have any effect on his 
batting, be Intends to take time by the 
forelock and be prepared with a patent 
headgear to w’ear lf necessity requires. 
The head bonnet was the result of 
an invention by Roger Bresnahan, the 
New York catcher, but Barbeau be­ 
lieves that the head decoration he has 
in mind will be a big improvement 
over that of the burly giant. The gear 
he intends to have made Is nothing 
more or less than an aluminium hel­ 
met covered with a hair wig. 
To the 
uninitiated and even to many ball play­ 
ers this harness will appear ludicrous. 
It is far from such to Barbeau, who 
has already placed an order with a 
Milwaukee firm for the gear. 
The bonnet will fit closely and will 
be so made that it can be worn 
throughout the game without any In­ 
convenience to the player. 
It will 
cover the entire back part of the head, 
fitting close to the ears and forehead. 
The hair. Barbeau claims, will give the 
apparatus a natural appearance, which 
xviii make it difficult for the casual 
observer to detect its presence. ’ The 
Jap has not decided what the color of 
bis tresses will be, but we might sug­ 
gest that he get a rich auburn or a 
peroxide blond effect. 
Barbeau has not played in a game 
since knocked senseless by Summers’ 
wild fling, and there is a possibility 
that he will not be able to bat at his 
usual gait during the first month of 
the season. Several players have been 
ruined as ball tossers by being hit in 
the bead, and many of the calamity 
howlers are predicting that the Toledo 
star will go the same route.

JUDGE A WILLING PRISONER. 


Toledo Jurist Sent S elf to W orkhouse 
to A ccum ulate Experience. 
Dressed in the regulation garb of a 
workhouse 
prisoner. 
Police 
Judge 
James Austin, Jr., of Toledo, O., re­ 
cently spent four hours sawing Ice on 
the creek adjoining the workhouse 
with other Inmates of the penal insti­ 
tution in order to get an idea of how 
the prisoners he sentenced to the work­ 
house lived, says a Toledo special dis­ 
patch to the New York World. 
After he completed his police court 
docket the other morning Judge Austin 
tried himself on a charge of disturb­ 
ance. He pleaded guilty and was taken 
to the bull pen where prisoners are held 
awaiting the issuing of commitment 
papers. 
Court Clerk Price made out 
the papers which allowed Judge Austin 
to be taken to the workhouse, to which 
Institution he had sentenced himself. 
At l l a. rn. the entries were made, the 
commitment papers issued, and Judge 
Austin was handcuffed together with 
three other prisoners and conducted to 
the patrol wagon. 
The wagon reached the island short­ 
ly before noon, and Judge Austin went 
through the entrance ceremony with oth­ 
er prisoners, his name being entered on 
the books and he beingassigned to a cell. 
H e ate dinner with the prisoners and 
was then locked up in a cell for an 
hour, while the guards and prison offi­ 
cials ate their meals. 
After they were through Judge Aus­ 
tin was made to shed his citizen’s 
clothes and put on the regulation work­ 
house uniform. 
He did this and was 
then assigned to the ice sawing gang on 
the creek. 
Four hours Judge Austin 
worked at the saws, and when told 
his time was served he said: “Those 
were the longest four hours I ever put 
In. 
I am at a loss to know just what 
effect this day will have upon my fu­ 
ture consideration of prisoners, but I 
wish to say one thing—that I will not 
soon forget this day. 
I am still In 
doubt as to what to say relative to 
the merits of imprisonment in a work­ 
house. 
I think I shall let this soak in 
awhile before I express an opinion. 
But I want to say that it’s no Joke to 
do time here.” 


Teat L uncheons For Brides. 
In Bayonne, N. J., the young people 
have introduced the “test luncheon,” at 
which prospective brides will have op­ 
portunity to display their abilities In 
the culinary line, says the New York 
Times. At one such luncheon the menu 
included baked beans, brown bread, 
biscuits, cake, fudge and coffee. 
The 
victuals were prepared, cooked and 
served by the Misses Gladys Nichols, 
Myra Marsac, Gertrude Russell, Julia 
Conklin and Juanita Nichols, and the 
guests declared them delightful. 


Flea K illing Dog Collar. 
Harry Weller of Marshall, Mich., has 
solved the “fleas on a dog” question. 
H e has invented a collar with a pad 
underneath and cups on the outside 
that will hold a few drops of a germi­ 
cide which eau percolate to the pad. 
says a Marshall dispatch. Mr. Weller 
says he knows that the Insects go to 
an animal’s head once a day. and 
hence when they get within range of 
that germicide they come to an un­ 
timely end. 


TO PREACH THE TOOTH 


Desire of Jersey Clergyman Who 
Champions New Belief. 


ASKS HIS FLOCK TO AID HIM 


R ev. W. H. Boocock of Bayonne, A fter 
8oul Stirring E xperience, S ays P res­ 
en t Church Is D ying, Choked by Old 
Forme—C hristianity to Bo Reborn. 


Having passed through a nine day 
soul experience that stirred him to the 
very depths, the Rev. William H. Boo­ 
cock, pastor of the First Reformed 
church at Bayonne, N. J., has asked 
bis congregation to stand by him. He 
says be wants to preach the whole 
truth. 
He believes that the present day 
church is dying, choked to death by 
old forms and church systems, says 
the New York Times. He believes that 
Christianity, real Christianity, is being 
bom again. The church of tomorrow, 
the real church, will be founded not 
upon a book, but upon a personality. 
Dr. Boocock, a graduate of Rutgers 
college, pastor of bls present charge 
for eight years and a minister for 
twenty years, says that he will not let 
himself think of the consequences In 
a material way of his words and ac­ 
tions. 
Regardless of all forms, sys­ 
tems and previous beliefs, he purposes 
to tell from now on what he believes 
to be the truth. If he loses his pas­ 
torate—well, then, he’ll Just have to. 
Members 
of 
Mr. 
Boocock’s 
flock 
hadn’t sufficiently recovered the other 
day from the shock of the remarkable 
sermon he delivered on a recent Sun­ 
day morning to make any public com­ 
ment upon It. Some of them, it was 
said, were prepared to stand solidly 
with their pastor, w’hile others were 
Inclined to take sides against him for 
his so called radicalism. 
“At different times I have felt as lf 
I had better resign from the minis­ 
try,” he said. 
“But after my experi­ 
ence I knew that I must go on In a 
ministry of truth telling, of endeavor­ 
ing to get Into men the spirit of Christ. 
If I can't do that in my own church, 
then maybe I shall have to do It in an 
Independent church. But I must tell it. 
If I had known twenty years ago what 
I now know about .the ministry, I 
should never have entered it, but I did 
put my bead in the noose, and now I 
will fight for freedom. 
I shall win it.” 
In his sermon Mr. Boocock referred 
to the Virgin birth. He said that schol­ 
ars are now thrashing out that ques­ 
tion, but that It wouldn’t make a great 
deal of difference lf it was finally ac­ 
cepted that there could have been no 
such thing, for the real Christianity la 
founded upon the personality of Christ 
—what he said and did. 
Frequently of late Mr. Boocock has 
said that the living church Is not 
founded upon a book. 
He has left the 
impression that the Bible Is by no 
means the solid truth from “cover to 
cover.” 
“Daniel In the lions’ den, the opening 
up of the Red sea befove the fleeing 
Israelites 
and 
all 
these impossible 
things are mere flubdub,” saf& Mr. Boo­ 
cock, “and expressed In very exagger­ 
ated and figurative language at that 
“The prophets of the old time sought 
the best means of conveying to the 
minds of the sort of people then living 
the religious spirit. 
But the things 
that were vehicles of those days can­ 
not be vehicles of today, for we are 
a different people. The prophets could 
make the olden people believe those 
things. 
We can’t make the young 
men of today believe them, and it Is 
stultifying to keep on trying to do IL 
“And so during the days of the ref­ 
ormation many of the dogmas of Prot­ 
estantism were made by men for the 
needs of the men then living. 
The 
present church system is a heritage 
from a past age. 
In its beginning it 
was necessitated by the outward and 
Inner conditions of the time; in its ma­ 
turity it rendered a noble service, but 
in Its old age it is becoming an intol­ 
erable burden. It is full of dead spots, 
and unless the signs are misread it Is 
clearly dying. But that does not mean 
that Christianity is dying. On the con­ 
trary, It is being born again with a 
new and more vigorous life. 
“The spirit of man, growing more 
kindly, more truth loving, more pur­ 
poseful, is struggling for a freer and 
more effective expression, and it Is 
hindered by the existing church sys­ 
tem and by the sturdy, though some­ 
tim es unenlightened, defenders of it, 
who seem to regard it as of the abid­ 
ing essence of Christianity Itself. Ten­ 
nyson’s words are not without point In 
this connection: 
“Our little systems have their day— 
They have their day and cease to be. 
They are but broken lights to thee. 
And thou, O Lord, are more than they. 
“If any church representing Chris­ 
tianity is to live, It must touch the life 
of the people at all points. I*et’s away 
with the thought that the pastor is to 
talk about nothing save the divinity of 
Christ, the Infallibility of the Bible, 
and so on. 
“If there is in any town any public 
matter of importance to the whole peo­ 
ple living there, let the pastors of the 
churches, the deacons, elders and the 
congregation get out and work for IL 
Let the pastor talk about it in his pul­ 
pit. 
A universal fraternal spirit will 
be the living spirit of the church of to­ 
morrow. 
“From time out of mind churches 
have maintained prayer meetings and 
young people’s meetings of all sorts. 
I have told my congregation that If 
they are to continue having prayer 
meetings they nlust attend them. 
It 
Is foolishly wasteful to have these 
things which the congregation show 
by their actions they don’t care for.”
